WHO PAYS FOR METROPOLITAN 
CAN AL? 


The Metropolitan Water District, so far has 
put up a verv small amount of the cost of build­ 
ing the Metropolitan 
water 
system. 
So 
far, 
most of this payment is coming from the sac­ 
rifices of those people who have loans, such as 
life insurance policies, bank deposits, notes and 
preferred stocks. 
These bonds are being bought 
by the banks who simply credit the borrowing 
on the books of the banks, increasing the de­ 
posits. 
These increased deposits 
reduce 
the 
due bills represented by life insurance, bonds 
and 
bank 
deposits 
held 
by 
many 
citizens 
throughout the United States. 
These are the people, so far, that are actually 
furnishing the food, shelter and indulgences that 
are being paid out to the workers to build the j 
canal. 
They are doing this and do not know j 
that it is being taken from them. 
When they j 
find out that they are actually depriving them­ 
selves of food, shelter and indulgences to build 
the dam and to supply the food, shelter and 
indulgences for all of the non-productive work 
the government is supplying, then is when the 
real trouble will start. 
If the work were all 
productive and would pay a rate of interest 
and pay back the principal, it would be a dif­ 
ferent story. 
With all the countries of the world going off 
the gold standard and money representing no 
physical value at present, it is hard to tell 
what money will buy when these 
bonds 
are 
eventually paid off. 
It might be, before many 
years, that water at $15 an acre, would be ex­ 
tremely 
cheap, 
especially 
if, 
by 
inflation, 
oranges sell for $10 or $100 a box. 
If we have 
extreme 
inflation, 
the 
Metropolitan 
W ater 
project will be practically entirely built out of 
the reduced incomes of all those in the United 
States who have insurance policies and loans 
of other kinds. 
These people will, of course, 
not get the benefit of the water and the Orange 
county people will get the benefit of it without 
paying for it. That is part of the cruel injustice 
of a money system that radically changes in 
purchasing power. 
It takes from one group 
and gives to another. 
Who really will be paying for the Metropoli­ 
tan Water Canal, no one knows at present. 
Only time will tell!
